couragement from automobile owners 
and good road enthusiasts.

l i e v e s that the club here will fill a 
want that has been long felt. 
The state 
association supported 
by the county club- will aliso make 
an effort to have the legislature pa-.- 
a law whereby the state at large will 
assist the local communities in keep­ 
ing up the highways that are used 
by the public' in general, instead of 
placing the entire cost for the -ame 
upon the local t o w n s h i p and county. 
The state1 association backed by 
the automobile clubs will also make 
an effort to secure federal aid 
in 
road building and the maintenance of 
the main highways. 
The association 
will also oppose the passage* of any 
legislation which is not to the best 
interests of motorists and the* elimin­ 
ation of r e c k le s s driving. 
In explaining the proposed state 
auto association, Mr. 
Fisk stated 
that the club 
proposed a uniform 
system for the posting of signs on 
the roads, giving warning of bad 
crossings.

to Santo Domingo, was 
entertained by Mr. Suiliavn, who as- 
sored him of the reliability of the 
introducer, and that thereupon the 
contractor returned to New 
York 
and paid over the money.

ingo, Mr. Sullivan knew any such 
payment was under construction.

club here will be formed within ten

He be^ 
licves that the club here will fill a 
want that has been long felt. 


The state 
association supported 


by the county clubs will also make 
an effort to have the legislature pass 
a law whereby the state at large will 
assist the local communities in keep- 
ing up the highways that are used 
by the public in general, instead of 
placing the entire cost for the same 
upon the local township and county. 


The state association backed by 


the automobile clubs will also make 
an effort to secure federal aid 
in 


road building and the maintenance of 
the main highways.

Now she i 
concentrating on munitions. "Get

the outset of the war, tile 


Germans 
developed 
an 
initiative 


that gave them a superiority over 
their enemies, and since then, no ef- 
fort of the French and British com- 
manders, has been equal to the task 
qf 
overpowering 
the numerically 


Teutons. 


Only once has Germany been sup- 


erior in numbers to her western op- 
ponents,, accordrng to the claim of 
Teutonic authorities. That was dur- 
ing the rush through Belgium .and 
to Paris. The superiority at that 
time was due to the slow mobiliza- 
tion of the French and the break- 
down of the English plans for hur- 
rying a large army to the continent. 
From the days of the Battle of the 
Marne, the Germans have had to 
fight with weaker forces than their 
enemies, and yet never 
have they 


been overwhelmed. 


The Germans taught the 
French 


and English the secrets of defen- 
sive entrenching; the Germans re- 
vealed the superiority of siege guns 
over the strongest fortresses; 
the 


Germans first discovered the mod- 
ern 
necessity for 
high powered 


shells and machine guns. All these 
factors of warfare were introduced 
by the Germans in the west. 
The 


Germans have kept ahead of their 
antagonists as new problem 
after 


new problem has come to the front, 
and the year's balance is, therefore, 
greatly in their favor. 


Only once 'did the German mili- 


tary machine 
miscalculate. 
That 


was in the bntlc before the gates of 
Paris. General von Kluck was not 
informed that a field army had been 
hidden away in Paris, prepared to 
strike at his flank, and the German 
General Staff did not suppose the

So puzzled were the Al- 
lies'by the German maneuvers that 
Sir ' John French actually reported 
nTthe early days of the BatUe (of 
the Aisne that it probably was only 
a reargned action on the Dart of the 
Germans. How, the Kaisers .panting 
troops, almost exhausted after the 
Marne fighting, were' able to save 
themselves' at. the Aisne, will find a 
permanent, place in "the. heoric.^tales 
which this war will-give to history. 


In.the conflicts that followed the 


Battle of the Aisne, the Germans 
completely outmaneuvered their an- 
tagonists.- It is customary in Eng- 
land' to say the Germans are de- 
feated because they didn't get. to 
Dunkirk and Calais. If those: two 
towns had been' captured, the Eng- 
lish would not be proclaiming -vic- 
tories for themselves, say the Ger- 
mans because Dieppe 
and . Harve 


were saved fro mthe Kaiser's grasp. 
As a matter of fact, while the cap- 
ture of Dunkirk and Calais would 
have been welcomed by the Ger- 
mans, the security of 
those sea- 


ports is not a strategic defeat for 
the Germans. England in the peace 
conference after the war 
will be 


sufficient for German's purposes. 


The French and English were able 


to save Dunkirk and Calais, but 
their offensive plans were sadly ov- 
erturned by the 
Germans. When 


General Joffre 
started 
-northward 


after the Battle of the Aisne, it was 
his intention to outflank the Ger- 
mans, or failing that to save west- 
ern Belgium and lo prevent the fall 
of 
Antwerp. Sir 
John; French's 


transfer of the British expedition- 
ary force from Coissons to Ypres 
was for the express purpose of pre- 
venting the Germans advancing be- 
yond Brussels.

At pres- 
ent the French hold little more than 
the foothills of the Vosges.

they have been able to do because 
the Alsatian slopes of the Vosges 
are so, precipitous' that troops com- 
ing down hill have an immense ad- 
vantage over those trying to go up- 
hill.
